sociated Press)—The 700,000 persons 
in Smyrna 
face famine

week unless food supplies arrive, ac- 
cording to H. C. Jaquith, of Darien, 
Conn., managing director of the Neur 
East relief, who is superintending re- 
lief measures in co-operation with a 
group of Americans here. The food 
must come by boat as the sea is the 
only route now left open. 


The last of the foodstuffs left by 


the Greek army upon its evacuation 
has been consumed and the situation 
is growing more desperate hourly. 
Already 30,000 refugees are without 
food. 


The 
command of 
the 
Turkish 


troops of occupation is cooperating 
and has promised that within two 
days the city will be adequately pa- 
trolled. This will enable resumption 
of the importation of foodstuffs by 
sea without the danger of riots.
